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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. 

The function of energy- absorbing bearings is not understood. Bearings are used to 
reduce friction and no movement involving friction is understood in this regard from the 
disclosure. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

"Pin hole", claim 1, third line from the end lacks clear antecedent. 
"The backrest", claim 1, fourth line from the end lacks clear antecedent. 
It is not clear what relationship the energy-absorbing bearings and energy-absorbing 
device have in claim 1. Are they the same structure without antecedent? 
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"Larger than the normalized value that is required" is an indefinite expression, one that is 
not clearly determinable for infringement, claim 12. 

In general, the claims should have been replaced by a clear recitation of the invention, 
unfortunately not yet done. 

Drawings 

5. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the details of the interaction of the 
device and seat as in claim 1, the frame connected to the floor of the cab, claim 1, the seat 
backrest and bracket, claim 1, inner bearings . . .for contacting the upper surface of the rails, 
claim 1, inner bearings . . .lower surface of the rails, claim 1, axial orientation is same. . ., claim 2, 
outer diameter . . .outer bearings is larger than. . .inner bearings, claim 9, square shape. . .longer 
. . ., claim 1 1, must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should 
be entered. All claimed aspects of the invention should be shown to enhance understanding.

If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
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Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(b) because 
they are incomplete. 37 CFR 1.83(b) reads as follows: 

When the invention consists of an improvement on an old machine the drawing 
must when possible exhibit, in one or more views, the improved portion 
itself, disconnected from the old structure, and also in another view, so 
much only of the old structure as will suffice to show the connection of 
the invention therewith. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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The present drawings illustrate a subcombination of the invention with no relationship to 
the seat. Nor does the reference to an earlier patent in the specification illustrate this invention in 
relation to a seat. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 9/14/2004 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Firstly, the marked up copy of the claims has been located attached to the specification 
amendment of 8/20/2004. 

Secondly, this application is borderline not understandable. It is not clear if patent 
protection can be offered in exchange for such a confusing presentation of ideas. Applicant has 
chosen to marginally amend the claims by deleting reference numerals, not at all helpful in 
understanding that which apparently does not translate well. Applicant, should prosecution 
continue, may wish to consider filing an RCE to once again try to present this invention in 
clearly understandable form with drawings that clearly illustrate the claimed structure and 
function. Applicant may wish to limit the number of claims to reduce the burden of clearly 
writing the claims. 

It is noted that claim 13 has been amended in a manner not consistent with Rule 121.
